Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant explained that many of the fumigants used in the transport of produce can be harmful to humans; the 
gases can accumulated and make it hazardous to enter the containers containing the produce and fumiqant. 
Accordingly, the instant invention is useful in that it removes the harmful fumiqants from the container, reducing the 
risk for workers therein. 

Applicant argued that the instant invention defines over OTSUKA ETAL because the van itself is completely 
sealed and the fumigation system is internal, with the internal partition stationary and in the van. Contrarywise, the 
instant invention is sold to be added to the open door of each shipping container. 

Applicant also argues that the prior art is directed to maintaining a balance of gases, not in eliminating them. 

Applicant further argued that in OTSUKI ETAL, even if you open the end doors, there will be no exchange of 
gases through the membrane of the closure. SAVUR ETAL teaches that you shouldn't have any airflow across the 
membrane 16. 

Applicant emphasized that neither reference teaches the exchange of gases at the doorway of the container. 
Examiner pointed out that the reciation of a "door" is very broad and can be read on any end of a container.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted, 

2) an identification of the claims discussed,
